In response to the Notice of Abandonment mailed on December 1, 2003 in 
connection with the above-referenced application, the Applicant respectfully requests a 
withdrawal of the holding of abandonment because there was in fact no abandonment. 
See MPEP 71 1.03. In summary, according to a first returned postcard received from 
the Office of Initial Patent Examination (OIPE), the USPTO received the Applicant's 
corrected application papers sent in response to the Office's Notice to File Corrected 
Application Papers, dated August 2, 2002. Therefore, the Applicant respectfully asks 
that the holding of abandonment be withdrawn. 

The Applicant has been diligent to ensure that the above-referenced application 
was not abandoned. On August 2, 2002, the OIPE mailed a Notice to File Corrected 
Application Papers (Exhibit A). In response, the Applicant filed fully responsive, 
corrected application papers on September 6, 2002, under a separate cover letter 
(Exhibit B) and with an accompanying post card. Just three days later, the OIPE 
stamped Applicant's post card (Exhibit C), which it received on September 9, 2002, and 
returned it to the Applicant. 

In follow up, the Applicant then sent the Office a first status inquiry letter 
(Exhibit D) on January 23, 2003, which was also received by the PT0 3 as indicated by a 
second returned post card (Exhibit E). The Applicant additionally sent a second status 



inquiry letter on May 21, 2003, to which the PTO responded on June 6, 2002 as 
follows: 



(Exhibit G). Thus, the Applicant submits that the application has not been abandoned, 
and moreover, that the Applicant has diligently moved prosecution of the above- 
referenced application forward. For reasons unknown, the PTO nevertheless mailed the 
Applicant a Notice of Abandonment (Exhibit H) on December 1, 2003. Therefore, in 
accordance with MPEP 71 1.03, which states that "when advised of the abandonment of 
his or her application, applicant may [. . .] ask for reconsideration of such holding, if he 
or she disagrees with it on the basis that there is no abandonment in fact[. . .]," the 
Applicant hereby respectfully requests that the above-referenced holding of 
Abandonment be withdrawn. 

The Applicant also requests that the resulting delay, which was not caused by 
the Applicant, be credited towards a patent term extension under 35 USC § 154 if and 
when corresponding claims issue. 

In case the corrected application in question has been misplaced or lost, the 
Applicant also includes an additional copy of the corrected specification that was sent 
on September 6, 2002 and respectfully asks that it be examined as soon as possible.
